" KNOW NOTHINGS.—Some of our cotem- 


poraries Keera fearful that we are a little tinc- 
tured with Know Nothingism.

litical party. Wo could give no aid or comfort 
whatever to any movement of this kind. 
We 


love Republicanism. Its platform is broad and 
comprehensive, and though it needs s few more 
plnnkn to make it perfect, wo can stand upon 
what there are, and work for tho freedom of 
the race att an object va*t in its significance' and 
gloriou* in its accomplishment." 


We are glad to see such an explanation from 


the Journal, for from tho tone of its previous 
articles, we are frank to say, thnt wo expected 
it would take sides with tbo Know Nothing 
party whenever the linos were strictly drawn. 
It* articles have already done tho Republican 
party mischief, from the fact of its havingboen 
regarded as a Republican paper. 
And the ef- 


fect of its articles, *o diam<-trically opposed in 
their spirit to the Republican Platform, has | 
been to connect Republicanism and Know Noth- j 
ingism, in the public mind.

Juurnat. it would extend the period of natural 
ization to twenty-one years' residence in the 
country. To *ay nothing of the injustico of tho 
proposition, it is absolutely impracticable. Not 
a sixth part of the voters of thi* State could 
by any possibility be inducod to sanction this 
proposition,nor is there the remotest probability 
that Congress will ever essentially change our 
present laws on that subject. This being the 
case, it seems to UB very unwise to agitate that 
subject, especially when such agitation tends 
only to weaken the Republican party.and prej- 
udice its interests. A« a Know Nothing paper 
it might very properly advocate such a chango 
in our laws, but«uch advocacy by a Republican 
paper can only promote division and defeat. 


3. 
Abuse of Know Nothingism. It is quite 


possible that Know Nothings have been abused, 
but if ever a party damned itself, by its deeds, 
within the first year of its national existence, 
it is tbe Know Nothing party. It began its ca- 
reer at the North, with great antisslavery pro- 
fessions, and, under tho cloak of secrecy, and 
by the aid of its secret machinery, it elected a

number of Members of Congress.—

ting for tho doughface Fuller, nnd using their 
power to prevent an anti-slavery organization 
of the House. 
What has divided and distract- 


ed the North, and prevented it from uniting for 
the overthrow of the Slave Power, but Know 
Nothingiira ? And what renders the election 
of an anti-slavery President and tho Freedom 
of Kanias, during tho next year, doubtful, but 
Know Nothings 7 Slavery never had A more 
efficient ally than Know Nothingism.
